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Statement of Reasons for Allowance incorrectly identified the allowed claims since claim 2 
was omitted. 

Claim 2 appeared in the Amendment and Response filed November 1 1 , 2004 (the 
"Amendment"). In addition, the Notice of Allowability mailed November 24, 2004, which 
was responsive to the Amendment, identified the allowed claims as 1 through 3, 5, 8 through 
13, 16 through 21, 24 through 29, 32 through 36, 38, 41 through 46, 49 through 54, 57 
through 62, and 65 through 81. Thus, the Notice of Allowability and the Examiner's 
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are present only when recited by the claims. It is noted that "the record as a whole" must be 
considered as a supplement to the Statement of Reasons for Allowance. To the extent that 
the record is clear and complete, it shall control the interpretation of any and all claims.
